ECONOMIC PLACE 
WORRIESJiUSSIA 

Realizes the Vitality of Its 
Foreig^n Raw Materials. 



A lAessage received friotii ' Moscow 
through the Russian wireless station 
refers to the decision of (he Soviet 
of. People's CommL-jRarH that the time 
had come to attract technical forces 
and material meMi«Ml8'{tran£< lit^ustr:- 
ally-developod cotmtries for the pur- 
pose of restoring to Russia— one of 
the chief sources of raw materials — 
Ita economic position in the world, 
and also for the development of Us 
productive forces generally, which 
have been shatteo^d; by. the. world waj*. 

"The severe lack of raw material?," 
the message states, "and the. super- 
fluity of free capital In certain, Eijro- 
poan countries, and especially In the 
United States of Amertça, have forced 
foreign capitsi to ' appi-oach, . the 
Soviet Oovernment.^wlth concrete pro- 
posals for tho utilization of (he tech- 
nical methods of foreign capital in 
expioltlnB the natural riche.s of the 
territory of the Russian Socialist Fem- 
oral Soviet Reptibllc. At the pre.sent 
moment the Soviet Government has at 
its disposal concrete requests for the 
granting of concessions, such an tho 
forest and land wealth ot Russia (for 
example, requests for grants of free 
land to l>e cultivated by tractors) and 
also for tlie organization, of other in- 
dustrial undertakings. With the view 
of widely using this method of restor- 
ing and Increasing the productive 
forces of the reptibllc, and the entire 
economic system of the world, tho 
Soviet of People's CcinmissarSjhas de- 
cided to issue the following economic 
and Juridical condition^ fpr the grant- 
ing of concessions: 

"]. The concessionaire will be re- 
warded with a portion of the products 
provided for in the contract and the 
right of exporting abroad. 

"2. In cases where special techni- 
cal improvements are used on a large 
scale, the concessionaire will be 
Ecranted industrial priority, such as 
the manufacture of machinery, special 
contracts, lari;e orders, and so forth. 

"3. According to the nature and 
conditions of tlie concession, pro- 
longed periods of concession will, be 
granted, in order to guarantee to the 
concessionaire tho fullest compensa- 
tion for bis risk and for the technical 
means Invested by the concessionaire 
in the concession. 

"4. The Government of the Rus- 
sian Socialiat Federal Soviet Repub- 
lic guarantees that property of the 
concessionaire invested in the under- 
taking shall not be liable to nation- 
alization, confiscation, or requisition. 

"6. The concessionaire will bo 
granted the right, to engage for his 
undertaking workers and employeed 
on the territory of the Russian So- 
cialist Federal Soviet Republic, in ac- 
cordance with the laws of Labor; or 
in accordance with a special treaty, 
guaranteeing the observation of defi- 
nite conditions of labor, and Uie safc- 
gnardlng of the lives' and health of 
tho workers."

1 quArt«r MnturlM ago th«re crept 
icrotB tho lonely wastes ot the In- 
Itaa Ocoaa a modeat veaiel, from tho 
deck of which Vaaco da Qama, the 
Intrepid PortugueBe na\i?ator, ghied 
on a fair land which, in honor of the 
Nativity, ho called tho "Laud of 
Katal." But the history of tho Ku- 
Topean lettlament commences only at 
the close ot the first quarter of tho 
last centur)'. Prior to 1823 few tos- 
lals had touched on the coast and 
there had be»n no attempt at eeltlc- 
ment. At that time iho proKPnl rUc 
of Durban was a waste of virgin 
bush and torrid sand, where the ele- 
phant, and the lion long had dwelt 
In undisputed possession. The beau- 
Mful stretch of water known as the 
Bay, Into which the larKOSt liners In 
southern waters may safely enter, was 
'.hen only a shallow lagoon. 

About 1823, however, a few hardy 
men, were drawn, chiefly by the love 
of adventure, toward tho uncsnlorcd 
fihores nnd they, with a small num- 
ber who followed n little lutcr. 
brouRht there by fhc reporta of the 
abundance of ivory at NituI, hocanie 
the pioneers of. colonization in that 
conntr>'. 

In 1835 tho settlement, with u pop- 
ulation of less tlinn wu» named 
D'L'rban, uftcr Sir Rcnjamln D'Uclian, 
the Governor of tho Colony ot the 
r^pc of Good Hope, and In 1861 it 
was proclaimed a borough. 

In 1860 Durban saw Ihc first rail- 
way line In South Africa opened, iiin- 
nlntt from the pnlnt lo tJii; city nnd 
afterward continued to rniRcni. 

From this brief survey it will lie 
seen that in the space of a small num- 
ber of years a city has risen on tho 
shores of tho blue Indion Ocean; u 
post poRSCRRinp the lombinod advan- 
taKCB of ft resort nnt] a. ureal com- 
mercial centre. As the gateway to 
the extensive hinterland of Katal and 
the best-equipped and nearest harbor 
of entry to tho Free State and the 
Transvaal the city enjoys a wonder 
ful prosperity. 

The. vftHt InduHtrlal acUvilies of 
Duilian, Hs docks, factories and work 
shops, are so situated a> not to pol- 
Itite its atmosphere. As a maniifac 
turlnR centre, the borough holds high 
placo in the sub-continent, and baa 
been aptly doscrlbed as "an Ideal hivo 
of Industry." Durban owns a great 
store of water. Tho price of this 
commodity for industrial purposes Is 
uxtrcmely low, while for household 
purposef! an unlimited quantity is 
ttvailablc free. 

The rich boil has attracted planters 
oC cotton and suear which aro ex- 
tensively grown while not fur inland 
large wool, cattle and grain farms 
airetch over the countryside, nnd Im- 
i>ortani. foal field« have been opened 
Native fruits, papuws. guavaK, man 
. goes, avocadcs, tangerines and pine- 
apples grow in profusion. 

The climate throughout the bright 
winter months— April to September- 
la uniform and Ideal, resembling that 
of Boutheru France or Italy. Even 
during the «umn»flr time the Utat Is 
not oppressive, being mitigated by 
tho oool sea broozcs and the ro(ret>h- 
lug 8how«rB ot raiu which fall *.t 
that time oif the year. Sea bathing 
and boating, these, and a iltost of other 
pleasing paslimcs, await th« Visitor 
to Durban. 

The tramway^yslcm Is one Of the 
' many uniquo and up-to-dato features 
of the borotlgh; ° «ast and we«t, eou*h 
and north, the commodious cars con- 
tinually run. Th<» city Is free from 
lilums. and Its great cleanllnou Is 
frequently commented upon by vUl- 
(ors. With neither dust nor fog, witlu- 
mil mist or mud, rich In sunlight and 
ocean treahn«as, Durban has rightly 
been called "the Garden by the Sea." 
There, in truth, it may be paid that 
' cast meets west, and many nations 
of the earth are gathered. From tho 
blonde ot the Norseman to the 
duiUeat hrown of the Negro, Infinity 
are tb« abadea ot color. At <>rer)» 
turn one Is struck by the cosmopoli- 
tan air of the town, whero the sons 
of three great continents bjslde roprc- 
sentatlvea of almost every civilized 
and uncivlHaed nation, dwell and 
labor in unity. 

The thousands of vlaitors who spend 
their holidays at Durban cannot f^ll 
to observe the municipal enterprise 
and determination of tho corporation 
to k«ep the town in the forefront of 
resorta. A great tranatormation has 
• takon plaoe on the sea front during 
the la*?! f*w yrarn. and to-day every 
portion of tb« beach holds something 
attractive for different temperaments.

Up to the present It has been im- 
possible to find out the cause, but by 
means ot a clever subterfuge the 
exact nature has been- discovered, and 
It I» safe to say tho now creation 
promises to bo one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, wonder of the 
twentieth ^entnry. 

The most startling fact tn connec- 
tion with this discovery, which is of a 
purely aclenllfin nature, Ik that Theo- 
log}' Is the. orlp.inatflr and that Sci- 
ence, which ever Iioa smlled cynically 
upon the former, has beer, outstripped 
In her own field.

Iii tact, already the Theo- 
logical experimenters have discovered 
the necessary aubatahce. which, 'when 
properly applied, will create flrstroto 
veterinary doctors in two weeks' timo 
of .application. The course In Dh1n- 
Ity. with all Its tedious Greek and 
other studies, has automatically been 
materially shortened, and further re- 
ductions are hourly anticipated by an 
astonished world. 

A£> to the revolutionary nature of 
tho discovery, a further example te 
sufficient One ot the prominent 
membeni of the hoard o( experiment' 
era, which has this matter In band, 
stated to a "Daily" représentatif 
that without doubt the necessary 
formulae will be discovered within 
tho course of the next few months, 
whereby Medicine will he taught in 
all its branches tn six months.

The following article regarding the 
condition of students in Europe has 
been received by the "Daily". While 
it deals with conditions throughout 
Europe, It is of particular interest lo 
McOUI ! students because of tho In- 
formation of the Polish students 
which tho student body has decided 
to help. Tho writer, John R. .Mott, 
haa been a vorj' active member of 
the World's .Student ChrisUan Fed 
eration since 1895, and has been In- 
terested In all movements for student 
welfare. Ho has written numerous 
books and has travelled widely in 
the interest ot the Student Christian 
.Movement: 

"On my recent tour throughout 
such fields as Poland Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia^! Hungary, France, Qermaoy, 
and the foreign centres of Switzer- 
land t found tens ot thousands of 
students without the food and cloth- 
ing necessary to maintain health and 
life. Large numbers die from star vu 
tion or from diseases caused by in 
Butticient fKiod, or froin lack of medi 
cines; Many commit suicide as a re 
suit of their hard lot. I found no 
measures on foot adequate to pre 
vent the present winter being as ser- 
ious in such results as was last win 
ter. Apart from the need of food and 
clothing,- there is need of fuel to heat 
the study rooms and funds to secure 
tho text-books and ■ other university 
supplies. Above all, there Is need of 
means to launch and conduct self- 
^elp activities. 

"Because of the importance of tho 
present geneiutlon of European stu- 
dents. In viow of the startling de- 
pletion of tho student population ot 
the European universities as a result 
of war losses, added burdens ot re- 
sponsibility must fall upon the first 
after-war geucrutlon of undergradu- 
ates. Grave problems press upon 
every land In Europe. It Is of su- 
preme importance that the life and 
efficiency of these future leaders be 
fiufeguarded. 

OeoAuse huch a friendly and un- 
selfish mlnlHtry by the Btudcnia and 
professors of many lands will help 
to lay secure foundations for the re- 
building ot the shattered interna 
tlonal structure. It is most fitting 
that tlie generating centre;) of lead- 
ership among tho nations should take 
Initiative in this most important re- 
constructive task. 

"Because such Identification on our 
part with tho sufferings of our com 
rades in these great areas of need 
will preserve and lend reality and 
contagious power to our I'ellgious 
faltlu In vain will it be for us to 
profess faith in our creeds or to seek 
to propagate them unless such pro- 
fetslons and such activity be accom- 
panied and Illustrated by evidences 
that our conduct squares with our 
beliefs. 'It we love not our brother 
whom we have seen, how can we love 
God whom we have not seen?' 

"In view ot coifsiderations like 
theeo let each college nnd university 
which aspires to a position of the 
largest helpfulness and Of true lead- 
ership (in the sense that 'he who 
would be greatest among , you shall 
be the servant of all') and every stu- 
dent and professor In each institu- 
tion be fully responsive to the voice 
of tlio present need of our European 
(ellow-students in this, the most crit- 
ical hour of Uioir life." 



Six years ago when the coffers ot 
the Excheauor wore overflowing and 
when, as i<ord Hampton might have 
said, as he did on the eve of the war 
of 1870, thero was no cloud on the 
horizon threatening tho coslllpst war 
in the world's history, Mr. Lloyd 
George, at the time Chancellor of tho 
Uxchcquor, shattered one of the old- 
est and proudest traditions ot the 
House ot Commons. He undertook 
'.be payment of members. An imme- 
diate effect was to roUevo tho Irish 
Party of tho pressure of a dwindling 
revenue. It materially increased the 
attraction qt parliamentary life for 
tho worklngmen. A salafy of £400 
B year, paid quarterly, was at that 
period of wage standard an inherlt- 
nce of riches beyond the drcunis of 
avarice. A small section of elder and 
roost highly esteemed members op' 
posed the measure, and finding them 
selves In an ineviiable minority- 
why should a man refuse the gifts 
the gods unexpectedly kIvo? — de- 
clined to accept the quarterly check 
One ac(i\iire<l temporary fame by 
idoptlng a middle course. Ho took 
tho money, but. as he announced, he 
would devote it to .tho good works 
among his coristittienta, a form of 
bribery which, while po-sslbly avoid' 
iiiK jMinallics of the law, would prob 
ably have the deslrcti effect. 

• Appetite, we are almost tired _ ot 
hearing, grows with what it feeds 
upon. The income tax commission 
era, in pursuance of their ordinary 
duties, levied tax upon the parlla 
mcntary wage. As in the case ot the 
coal-owner and other fellow laborers 
whose weekly wage comes within the 
scope of the income tax the charge 
was indignantly reBlsted by tho hon- 
orable members concerned. The dif- 
ference established between the work' 
Ingman who wrote M.P. after his 
name and his brother who labored In 
nit or foundry' was, that while. one 
■lafely prolonged his arp'ment with 
the tax commissioners the other, 
"harply brought Into court, was or- 
dered to pay the Impost with costs, 
or suffer imprisonment. 

Meanwhile, tho Labor members, or, 
to be exact, tho section ot tho party 
who carry on tho campaign, moved off 
on another flank. Ilavlnp; obtained 
their £40U a year, they demanded 
free first-class tickets over the pri- 
vate property ot railway shareholders 
This was' a boon attainable only in 
ono or two ways. Either, contrary to 
ordinary business rules, the share- 
holders, . whose dividends aro as a 
rule lamentably small, must pay out 
of their pockets' for these joy-riders, 
or the government. Just now over- 
whelmed wiUi charges' arising out of 
the war, must further strain taxation 
In order to meet tho new charge. In 
face of this plain issue Mr. Lloyd 
Qeorge put bis foot down, and I^bor 
members, like others of their col- 
leagues In the House have to pay for 
their railway tickets when they go 
a-junketing or a-joumeylng. 

But, to quote another truism, the 
Kngllfhinan never knows when he is 
beaten. Tho l^ahor members have 
now presented with pistol-like dlrect-
